Rudolf Virchow 

Virchow, the speaker pointed out, 
a man of the broadest and profound - 
est interests is not noted for the 
brilliancy of particular dlscovnlêa, or 
for the enrichment of one or another 
of fields of science, but 'or the 
two great steps tliat ho crcateil: 

1. — (..'ellular latiie'.osy — the corner 
stones on which all prosent concep- 
tions of medicine and Mo'osy react. 

:;. — The method of objective Invest- 
igation and rea.«onlns %yh!ch brought 
forward the whole structure of mod- 
ern medicine In all its fields.

Tin- Frederic Wllhofm liistllnlO\<il' 
ItoiMhi drew hint Into Ha medical slu- 
dles, wlieiv Jolmunes Mntlnr, fanionit 
prhfessor of physlolon)' did much to 
mould tlio hnblls oi liivesllRatlon 
which ho later so much o.vlondod. ,\l 
coUefio, too. he ruKaweil In Ihc sUidy 
of IokIc and philosophy, and inanl- 
fosted an rnrrijeltc Inleresl in Ihc 
polllIcK i)f tho day. 

Afler graduation he was ulven tho 
asslstiiutshlp to the I'rosector of the 
Cliurity llospltnl ot Ucrllii, which 
position ho held until ho wan elected 
to the rrolcctorshlp on tho death of 
his chief. .Here ho Inalltutcd a Jour- 
nal of phtlioloKy In conjunction with 
lîelnhhnlt, . which he edited till Ills 
death. 

Politicul Life 

.\ turning point enine In his career 
when, on tho renucst ot tho govern 
nicnt, ho invostlgnlcd an epldcmlo of 
typhus. Here the social, economic "^md 
hygienic sides pC tho question at- 
tracted his ntlentlon much as the 
clinical and pallioloulcal aspects 
From then on his interests aM a citi- 
zen and politician and a reformor 
drew hini Into the political arena 
where he c:uno Itilo contact and oi)- 
postilon with tho Jron Man ot Cler- 
man>'. KIsniarcU. 

Jlis political views lead lo a state 
whore he was forced to resi);n his 
position .It the Charity ilosidlal. go- 
ing to Wurzhurg where Ills compar- 
ative seclusion . gave him time to. do 
much of his research In pathology. In 
IS.îfi ho was recalled to Berlin to ac- 
cept the* chair ot pathology at the 
University. 

During lhi« period of his career he 
engaged actively in opposition to the 
poli :'cs of Kismarck, al one liim- 
aro's'.-fg that lion to such a point as 
i-> cliallengo him to mortal combat, 
which offer was refused. He bitterly 
opposed tli» segregation policy for 
Germany of the Iron Man and did not 
find himself en rapport with lilm 
until the reconstruction work follow- 
ihg the Franco- Pi-iissian war drew 
them together In a commun aim. 
Cellular Pathology 
In 3STS he' withdrew from active 
life, though spending a time as re- 
presentative on the new formed 
Rclcluitag. The next twenty years 
were among the most fnillful, Intel- 
lectually of his life. Orciiplpd inli.Miso- 
ly with his varied inlcisfti In I lie 
various fleliis of science, "he now pro 
mulgalcd the famous twenty lei;liireH 
at the Universliy on •'(Jolliilnr l'atliô- 
logy," where he ;idvanccd hia four 
great principles.
